Book Review by Jan M. Dyroff 

Robert R. Van Ryzin, Fascinating Facts, Mysteries and Myths 
About U. S. Coins. Iola: Krause Publications, 2009. $12.99 


O ne of the things that 
we do as coin 
collectors is to 
cherish an awareness of the 
symbolism and meaning in the 
designs on some our coins. 

Our focus on this aspect of 
numismatics is probably 
stronger than that of the 
general public. This book goes 
into the facts behind the 
designs of some United States 
coins as well as exploring some 
of the misconceptions about 
them. 
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The lead topic in the 
book is the Buffalo nickel, 
probably because there is so 
much going on about that coin. 
An initial question would be to 
look into the identity of the 
Native American on the 
obverse. By not identifying the 
model, James Fraser, the 
designer, gave life to the notion 
that the bust was a combination 
of three individuals from three 
different western tribes. He 
neglected to say just who they

were and where they were from, 
and that has given rise to about a 
century’s worth of speculation. 

The reverse of the coin 
has almost as much going for it. 
People wanted to know who the 
buffalo or American bison was. 
As you might anticipate there is 
no simple answer. It has been 
suggested that his name was 
Black Diamond and that he 
lived in any of a number of 
places in a variety of states in 
the Union. Adding to the 
fascination is the circumstance 
that some of the buffalos have 
only three legs with one lost as a 
result of over-zealous die 
polishing. 

For much of its history 
the United States system of 
coins had been bimetallic with 
issues in silver and gold. This 
sounds like it should be a good 
way of doing things, but it 
wasn’t. While the ratio between 
silver and gold was supposed to 
be fixed, the market often 
dictated otherwise. Sometimes 
the metal was worth more than 
the legislated value of the coin 
and sometimes it was the other 
way around. With two great 
discoveries, gold in California 
and silver from the Comstock 
Lode in Nevada, great amounts 
of gold were mined and likewise 
even greater quantities of silver, 



were turned into 
bullion and coin. 

Fluctuations in the 
markets caused silver and gold 
to seesaw. The west wanted 
more silver to be minted, 
particularly in the dollar 
denomination. Government 
purchases would effectively 
shore up the market and protect 
the fortunes of numerous 
millionaires. The east was 
never keen on silver dollars. 
Consequently the Federal 
Reserve was home to many 
millions of unwanted coins. As 
an unintended consequence of 
the governmental hold on silver 
dollars, rarities were created. 
Many date and mintmark 
combinations which came to be

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considered rare were released 
in great quantities in the 
1950’s - and this played havoc 
with the numismatic market. 

The solution to the 
problem of gold versus silver 
was a long time in coming. In 
1933, supposedly as an effect 
of the Great Depression, gold 
coins were recalled from 
circulation and hence from 
private ownership. Though 
possession of monetary gold 
was made illegal, this was 
later modified to allow the 
holding of gold coins struck 
before that year. Circulating 
silver coins ceased to be made 
in the 1960’s but there was no 
restriction on ownership. 

In the category of 
inspired guesses, Mr. Van 
Ryzin looks into the 
possibility of the existence of 
a 1964 Peace dollar, a bronze 
Lincoln cent for 1943 and an 
aluminum cent for 1944. He 
also devotes a number of 
pages to the 1804 dollar and 
the legends that surround the 
original strike as well as the 
contemporary and later 
counterfeits. For some reason 
he overlooks the “heavy” 1942 
cent which was a coin struck 
from regular issue dies but on 
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a thicker planchet which was 
prepared for another nation. 

That having been said, this 
book is lavishly illustrated, with 
portraits of designers and their 
models as well as good clear 
images of the coins. In addition 
there are ancillary illustrations 
from newspapers, formal 
portraits, and other sources. 

Mr. Van Ryzin’s book 
contains a lot of’“stuff’ that most 
of us knew but probably haven’t 
thought about for a while. 
Personally, if I were giving a 
presentation on United States 
coins I would like to have this 
book at hand. It is a wonderful 
source of anecdotes and colorful 
stories that would provide 
lightness in tone to a talk. It was 
a pleasure to read this book. 

Mr. Van Ryzin serves as 
editor of’ Coins magazine, Coin 
Prices magazine and Bank Note 
Reporter for Krause Publications. 
His prior books include Striking 
Impression: A Visual Guide to 
Collecting U.S. Coins (1992), 
Twisted Tails: Sifted Fact, Fantasy 
and Fiction from U.S. Coin 
History (1995), and Crime of 
1873: The Comstock Connection 
(2001). He also edited the CD 
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“Silver Fever: The Comstock 
Lode to the Carson City Mint.” 
Briefly Noted 
Arlyn G. Sieber 
Warman ’s World Coins Field 
Guide. Iola: Krause 
Publications, 2010. $14.99 
This is a very handy little book, 
particularly for those whose 
focus is not on world coins. It 
covers all the countries of the 
world, although for practical 
purposes not every coin issued 
from the twentieth century 
onward for every country. It 
lists selected coins by grade and 
gives a suggested value. If 
there is a counterfeiting issue 
with a type of coin or a country, 
the problem is noted. 

The book is printed on 
good stock, and the pictures of 
the coins are in color. Of 



particular note is a world coin 
market report, advice on 
beginning a collection, listing 
of mintmarks, notes on grading, 
errors, handling and storage. 
This is a good book and a great 
buy for someone branching out 
into world coins.

Handling Your Collection

lthough the main 
emphasis of this article 
is based on my 
experiences in the world of 
numismatics, it also applies to 
all collectibles that you may 
have. 

I have been a coin dealer 
since 1964 when I was in the 
army. I have owned a coin store 
but quickly tired of the security 
problems and the many laws that 
were passed to make the paper 
work impossible to keep up with 
if you did it correctly. Up until I 
retired from IBM and U.S. Trust 
I also took tables at small one 
day coin shows and the larger 
multi-day shows, e.g. FUN, 
ANA, etc. As I approached real 
retirement, the ability to sell 


over the internet became 
available and the great majority 
of my business is now 
accomplished world wide. 

I started selling my own 
inventory at first and was 
approached to handle a 
collection on consignment for 
the widow of a very close 
friend, who was also a coin 
dealer. Over the past years I 
have handled a number of 
consigned collections. I did not 
need to advertise as my success 
rate in getting the consignor a 
legitimate price for their coins, 
medals, paper money and other 
collectibles spread by word of 
mouth. I also made sure that 
every check I wrote had with it 
a computerized spread sheet so

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the person whose consignment I 
was handling could tell what 
had been sold, when it sold, and 
how much it actually sold for. I 
established early on that a fair 
profit for this was 25% of the 
sale price. 

You now know my 
background and I can get to the 
purpose of this article. In every 
collection that I have sold, I 
have found one common 
denominator. The person who 
built the collection never 
bothered to tell the heirs the 
value of the collection and in 
some cases where the collection 
was located. In most cases the 
heirs took the collection to 
someone set up in a hotel for the 
weekend and was offered very 
little for the material. In one 
case they took the collection to 
an appraiser and were offered 
less than 10% of what the 
collection finally sold for. In 
many cases I would go thru the 
collection and find empty 
holders for gold coins or 
uncirculated silver dollars. In 
talking to the heirs there would 
be someone who got to the 
collection first and there was no 
knowledge of what they took, 
what they did with it, etc. 

In one very interesting 
collection, the heir took a 


collection of medals to one 
appraiser and was offered much 
less then just the silver value of 
the medals alone. They then 
took that appraisal to a New 
York City dealer who offered 
$25.00 more than the first 
appraiser. That was repeated by 
a local dealer who specialized 
only in buying silver and gold 
and he was offered $25.00 over 
the New York City dealer’s 
price. This collection was very 
extensive and could not be 
replaced. When I finally got 
involved it was easy to 
determine that the collection 
could sell over the internet. 
However the best place for part 
of it was in a museum where it 
would be kept together. The 
fmal price for the heirs was 
1500% higher than he had been 
offered. The lesson is that the 
person who put this together 
should have had paperwork 
available to the heirs so that 
they knew what they had and 
how to dispose of it. 

Lesson number one is 
that if you have taken the time 
and effort to assemble a 
valuable collection, either 
monetarily or sentimentally, 
document what you have done 
and where you believe your 
heirs can properly dispose of it,

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in case they do not want to 
keep it. 

Lesson number two is 
that if one or more of your 
heirs want to continue your 
collection, then you should 
designate who gets what. 

One collection was 
distributed to two heirs and I 
ended up evaluating the 
collection so they could 
divide it. This cost them an 
appraisal fee which a 
legitimate dealer should give 
you. Be aware of the so 
called free appraisal, as 
almost 100% of the time this 
is an attempt to purchase the 
collection at very low price. 

Lesson number three 
is that if you, like most of us 
who collect, have a safe, a 
bank deposit box, or have 
hidden the collection in 
various places, document this. 
This needs to be written down 
so that the collection does not 
end up being found by 
accident by someone who 
may not be that honest. One 
collection that I handled 
consisted of over $10,000 
face value in American large 
notes. It was found in the 
attic in a shoe box and was 
found only because the heir 
had to clean out the attic as 


part of the selling of the house. 

A bank told the heir that they 
must be counterfeits as the 
banker had never seen them. 
Luckily she found me. 

Lesson number four is 
that if you know a fellow 
collector or a dealer that you 
trust, put their name, address 
and phone number in writing 
also. Your heirs usually do not 
know who you trust. 

I think one of the most 
important things you can do is 
something that I have done. I 
have taken my heirs on a tour of 
where I have placed my 
collections and written down 
the value of various important 
items in the collection. 

In cases where my heirs 
have not shown an interest in 
certain parts of my collection, I 
have sold them on my own. I 
have also informed my heirs of 
whom I would trust to handle 
parts of my collection, and most 
importantly, who I categorically 
do not trust. Think about that 
last sentence. As a collector 
you know people you absolutely 
do not trust - put that in 
writing. You may want to state 
the reasons why you do not 
trust them as well.

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There are other things 
that you can do as well. A good 
example: I am a dealer and also 
a collector of many things. I 
have seen to it that the heir who 
is interested in my gun collection 
has a license to legally get that 
collection. In the case of my 
1961 Mercedes 190-SL, it goes 
to the safest driver amongst my 
heirs. In the case of my rare 
books, especially Civil War 
Regimentals, they will go the 
heir who has a like interest. I 
think by now you are getting an 
idea of what I am 
recommending. We are all 
aware of the saying that nothing 
is sure except death and taxes! 

So, while you are here, treat 
your collectibles with the respect 
that only you can do, if you want 
your medals to stay together, 
state that and find out how you 
can do it. If you want everything 
sold and the money distributed, 
you are best able to do that or 
you should find the one or more 
heirs that you trust and give 
them specific instructions. If you 
want everything sold over the 
internet so they or you can see 
what they sold for, be careful 
who you choose to do this as 
there are many scams going on 
with internet selling (and buying 
also). It is just a new way of 


taking advantage of those who 
do not know about the value of 
your collectibles. 

The final lesson is how 
you or your heirs work with 
anyone you trust to appraise or 
sell your collection. If all that 
you want is an appraisal and are 
going to keep the collection, tell 
the appraiser or numismatic 
dealer that this is what you want 
to do. Yes you will be charged a 
fee, but you will get a very 
honest appraisal in writing. It 
will be on the dealer’s letter 
head and can be used as a legal 
document. The first paragraph 
should be the dealers credentials 
and the rest the evaluation and 
the conditions at the time of the 
appraisal, e.g. if silver is at $15 
an ounce that should be in the 
document. If you want to 
consign the collection or sell it, 
then tell them that also. If you 
are not honest with the appraiser 
or dealer, you will be offered 
much less than the collection is 
worth as they may feel that you 
are just wasting their time and 
will not take the effort to 
properly appraise the collection. 
A final thought on this: not all 
dealers are experts on 
everything they handle, but all 
do know how to research or go 
to another dealer to get the

Book Review by Jan M. Dyroff 

George S. Cuhaj and William Bandymore, Standard Catalog of 
United States Paper Money. Iola: Krause Publications, 2009. 
$29.99 


T his book is an absolute 
treat to the eyes. In the 
course of covering the 
market value of all issues of 
United States paper money, 
illustrations in color are 
provided for samples of all of 
the notes. Simply to look at this 
book is a pleasure, to page 
through it, and to enjoy the 
magnificent photographs is a 
joy- 

The coverage goes by 
Large Size Notes, in values 
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from $1.00 to $10,000; Small 
Size Notes, again in values from 
$1.00 to $10,000; National Bank 
Notes; Pre Civil War U.S. 
Treasury Notes; Encased 
Postage Stamps; Postage Stamp 
Envelopes; Fractional Currency; 
Military Payment Certificates; 
and notes issued in the 
Philippines when the islands 
were under United States 
control. 

This catalog has a series 
of very informative

introductions for each of the 
coverage areas. Len Glazer’s 
essay on Encased Postage 
Stamps is clearly the best such 
endeavor I have ever seen. The 
photographic reproduction of 
these items (U.S. stamps inside 
a metal and mica holder) is so 
sharp and clear that it is 
possible with the aid of a small 
magnifier to read the inscription 
on the round holders enclosing 
the stamps. 

Encased Postage Stamps 
were intended to fill the gap for 
small change at a time when all 
silver and gold coins were gone 
(hoarded or exported) and 
copper was at a premium, and 
hence not circulating. Another 
approach to solving the problem 
was to put stamps into specially 
marked envelopes and to use 
them as change. While most of 
the issuers of envelopes seem to 
be from New York City (Nassau 
Street in particular), New 
England is represented by 
specimens from Boston (Henry 
W. Lincoln, Morris Brothers 
Minstrels, Snow & Hapgood, 
and Ticknor and Fields), Salem 
(Browning & Long) and 
Springfield (Massasoit House). 
Needless to say, all these 
envelopes are excessively rare 
and astronomically expensive if 


should a sample appear on the 
market. 

As might be expected there is a 
comprehensive guide to grading 
paper money, as well as 
valuations for the grades of fine, 
extremely fine, and choice crisp 
uncirculated. It is helpful to 
remember that these figures are 
merely guides and reflect 
somewhat the state of the 
market when the book was sent 
to the press. There are a few 
worthwhile exceptions to 
consider, such as if a note is 
unique then the range of 
valuations does not matter. Also 
in the recent past the market 
value for paper money has been

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skyrocketing so there is the 
chance that many of the 
guideline values are arguably 
too low. 

The fun part of this 
book is that it provokes the 
question of whose portraits are 
on United States currency. 

With the banknotes of today 
the answer is George 
Washington, Thomas 
Jefferson, Abraham Lincoln, 
Alexander Hamilton, Andrew 
Jackson, Ulysses S. Grant, 
Benjamin Franklin, William 
McKinley, Grover Cleveland, 
James Madison, and Salmon 
P. Chase - which side-steps 
the fact that the larger 
denominations no longer 
circulate even though they are 
still legal tender. 

There is a law of April 
7, 1866 which prohibits the 
likeness of any living person 
upon any of the following — 
“bonds, securities, notes. 
Fractional or Postal Currency 
of the United States.” This 
was in indignant response to 
Spencer M. Clark, then 
superintendant of the National 
Currency Bureau, who, 
without the knowledge of his 
superiors, had his likeness put 
on the five cent note of the 
Third Series of Fractional 


Currency. This would seem to 
limit candidates for portraiture. 

Now then, here is the 
question - do you know who else 
is on United States paper money? 
When I first looked into this I 
assumed a certain prejudice 
towards males, which actually is 
the case, but one of the earliest 
persons to be portrayed is Martha 
Washington. In the century and a 
half of currency issuance surely 
the powers that be could go 
beyond Martha. Susan B. 

Anthony made it to a circulating 
dollar coin as did Sacagawea, but 
can you think of any others? 

In order to qualify it seems 
you must have been a President or 
Vice-President, a Secretary of 
War, a famous general or admiral, 
a Native American chief, an 
American statesman or jurist,a 
Senator, an official of the 
Treasury, or a member of the 
Cabinet 

A few conclusions can be 
drawn from the list - to be 
included it helps to be male, or a 
high-ranking military officer, a 
past president or vice-president, a 
bureaucrat of some standing, or an 
official associated with the 
Treasury. All in all, it is a rather 
focused list. Another conclusion 
is the realization why United

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States paper was so unpopular 
after the Civil War in the old 
Confederacy— all those Union 
generals on the money surely 
came almost as an insult. 

In conclusion, this is a 
more than worthwhile book and 
is worthy of serious 
consideration and addition to 


your library both as a 
numismatic source and as a 
kind of living history. And a 
final reminder, this book is a 
product of Krause Publications, 
a Division of F+W Media, and 
may be ordered at 
www.krausepublications.com .

correct evaluation. I personally 
love finding something in a 
collection that I have never 
handled or worked with, as it 
gives me a chance to enhance 
my knowledge and I will be 
very honest with the consignor, 
e.g. I do not know ancient 
Roman or Greek Coins. If I am 
asked to appraise or sell a 
collection that is all Roman and 
Greek Coins, I will tell the 
person offering those coins that 
this is not may area of expertise 


and offer to find someone who 
is and that I trust or act on their 
behalf to see that they get an 
acceptable appraisal and/or 
price if they decide to sell it. 

Remember one thing, 
you are the person who took the 
time, pride and effort to 
assemble your collection. Take 
the time, pride and effort to see 
that your collection is treated 
with that much respect. 

I hope this article has 
been of help.

6 t the January 8 th , 2010 
Worcester (MA)

The third token 
had a square shape 
hole in the center 
and Toledo Mint Company on 
one side and This Token has no 
cash or trade value on the other 
side. Finally the fourth token 
has Central Confection Co. 
Col’s O on one side and 5 c 
three times with profit, savings, 
and coupon each in between the 
three 5 c. 

Chris and I had difficulty 
finding information on two of 
the tokens. We found general 
information on one. The other 
had real good information. 

The one that looked like a 
button was in reality a real 
copper or bronze button. We 
were able to find information 
by looking up equipement 
militaire on the internet. The 
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button came from a French 
bread bag called a musette. It 
was a bag made of linen 
canvas that can range in color 
from tan to brown. The 
musette was closed secure by 
two buttons marked 
equipement militaires- 
soldiers often carried two of 
these when going to the front 
during WWI and WWII. 

The second token Habitat 
for Humanity International is 
an organization that builds 
houses for the poor. In this 
case it is a token for the 
International organization. I 
was told by a friend that these 
were given to people with the 
hope of getting donations for

the cause possibly through the 
mail. 

The third token and fourth 
tokens were a challenge.We 
could not find any information 
at all on them. I can only 
conjecture or hypothesize as to 
the origin. The Toledo Mint 
Company I would guess came 
from Toledo, Ohio and was 
either a candy or coin company. 
Maybe this was a sample of 
what they do and stated it was 
worth no cash or trade value. 
The last one was probably from 
the Central Confection Co. of 
Columbus, Ohio. It was 


probably a baking or 
confectionary company 
representing 5 cents in value in 
profit or savings plan. 

My son ended up taking a 
plastic string which he works 
with beads and made a token 
bracelet which he can wear and 
keep in his collection close at 
hand. He also has shown his 
friends the tokens via bracelet 
to friends at school. Thankyou 
again to Mr. Fritsch for 
providing tokens for the general 
(including YN’s) collectors so 
that they can try to learn more 
about them.

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arrival one is going to set up 
the exhibit. All exhibitors have 
a deadline to fill out and send 
an application with the title and 
numismatic area of exhibiting, 
and the Exhibits have to be set 
up by a certain time so that 
cases can be locked and 
judged. An exhibit would 
consist of a title, numismatic 
items and usually but not 
necessarily numismatic 
information. Numismatic 
information usually enhances 
an exhibit especially if the 
exhibiting is to be competitive 
with judging. 

In the past all 

exhibitors received a NENA 
uniface medal with the design 
of the current year or 
convention and sometimes 


engraved EXHIBITOR. This in 
itself is a nice NENA 
collectible.

All Members of NENA in good standing and who submit a standard NENA exhibit application 
at least two (2) weeks prior to the conference date will be eligible to exhibit. NENA reserves 
the right to accept or reject any exhibit.

An Exhibitor may enter only one competitive exhibit. Non-Competitive exhibits will be 
accepted on a space-available basis at the discretion of the Exhibit Chairman.

SPACE

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Some Greet Dollars, From 
North to South of the Border

W hen the price of silver rises to highs it hasn’t seen in 
decades, it’s time for collectors of modest means to 




find new ways 
to put together 
an assembly of 
good coins. 

The old standby 
- dates, or dates 
and mint marks 
of a particular 
series - gets too 

expensive too quickly. Especially for big coins like silver dollars, 
the price tags can add up to big sums. However, looked at in some 
new way, even silver dollars can be within reach. Let’s assemble a 
type set of Canadian and U.S. silver dollars, and perhaps an extra 
coin or two, and examine just how low we can keep the prices. 

First, the Canadians. Our northern neighbors didn’t get

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into the silver dollar game as quickly as the young United States 
did. It was 1935, and it was the 25th amiiversary of King George 

V, that saw the first Canadian silver dollar produced for circula¬ 
tion. These big, silver disks, now often called Voyageur dollars, 
sport a truly regal image of the king on the obverse, surrounded 
by a legend that proclaims, in Latin, that the king and emperor 
has reigned for 25 years. It is the reverse image, of two men 
paddling a laden canoe, which gives this British - Canadian dollar 
its rather French name. The voyageurs were the men who made 
their living bringing furs and other good out of the proverbial 
“Great, White North” in return for the trade goods they had taken 
in. Canoes were the preferred means of transport. 

Today it doesn’t take a canoe worth of goods to get your 
hands on one of the first Voyageur dollars, only some patience 
and perhaps $100. There were over 400 thousand of these first 
Canadian dollars produced. Additionally, if you simply want this 
as a type coin, the 1936 might fit the bill for you as well, as it still 
retains the king’s royal noggin, changing only the legend on the 
obverse. Both can be obtained in lower, more circulated grades 
for little more than the bullion value. The dollar figure we just 
quoted was for a 1935 specimen up in a mint state grade. 

If you decide to move to a Canadian dollar from 1937, you 
move to a whole new George, meaning in this case King George 

VI. This second major design for the Canadian dollars has a 
handsome, yet rather un-regal King George VI on the obverse, 
without crown, or other trappings of royalty. The reverse of the

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George VI dollars changed a couple of times, to commemorate and 
honor various 
events, but 
overall these 
dollars span 
from 1937 all 
the way up to 
1952. Adding a 
single one of 
these beauties to 
the first dollar King George Vl 1937 - 1952 Voyageur Design 

you’ve found will give you a’“pair of kings,” as a poker aficionado 
might say. Mercifully, the price of doing so is decidedly less than 
royally expensive. Common George VI dollars tend to cost only a 
bit more than the bullion price. 

A type set of Canadian dollars wouldn’t be complete 
without one sporting Queen Elizabeth’s face on it. Anyone who 
hasn’t looked at these coins before will realize that you have quite 
a bit from which to choose, at least when it comes to the current 
queen. A very youthful, and now familiar, portrait was used from 
1953 up to 1964. What is now sometimes called the Tiara portrait 
was used from 1965 until 1987, although the silver was removed 
from these dollars in 1968. Getting your hands on a Queen Eliza¬ 
beth II dollar for a type set can be wonderfully inexpensive, as 
several years had mintage totals well into the millions. 

Okay, now you have some attractive looking Canadian

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dollars in hand. What U.S. dollars will look good in this growing 
type set? 

First, how about that dollar that arguably qualifies as the 
most collected 
of United 
States silver, a 
Morgan dollar? 

The most 
common of 
these are the 
colossally 
minted 1921, 



’21-D, and ’21-

S. With over 44 million of the 1921s spewing out of the Main 
Mint in Philly, you’can easily obtain one for only about $25 - $30 
in a mint state grade. But even common dates that are early in the 
series, such as the 1879, the 1880, or the 1881-S, don’t carry very 
big premiums. You’ll find that $40 will go a long way towards 
buying a handsome Morgan dollar. 

Of course, if you have a Morgan dollar in your growing set, 
you probably need to add a Peace dollar as well. In this series it is 
the 1922 that is head and shoulders more common than the rest. 
With over 51 million to its tally, you should be able to snatch up a 
Peace dollar in a mint state grade for no more than a Morgan. 
Where these 
younger 
dollars get 
interesting is 
when you look 
at the less 
common dates 
or mint marks, 
and see what 
you can snag 

for no more than that 1922. The key dates - the 1921 and the 
1928, for example - will always cost more than the common dates, 
but that’s to be expected. But what about the 1927, or the 1934?

These are just two examples of Peace dollars you might think 
about plunking down onto your growing pile of dollars. 

Now, we haven’t mentioned U.S. Trade dollars or Seated 


Liberty dollars, because we are trying to make a silver dollar set on 
the cheap, as it were. These two coins don’t really qualify. But, 
lest we forget, the last’United States dollar that can call itself silver 
is the Eisenhower. We mean here the collector pieces minted on 
the west coast, in San Francisco. Yes, they are only 40% silver, but 
that and the fact that they are considered somewhat less attractive 
than the Morgan or Peace dollars makes them an easy buy, at least 
for our purposes.

These six 
dollars might just 
make a good 
looking, little type 
set for you. But, if 
you want to take it 
one step further, 
why not add at 
least one “portrait 
dollar,” meaning 
an eight reales 
silver piece from 

Spanish colonial Mexico? Spanish silver from Central America 
was legal tender in the U.S. all the way up to 1857. In a way then, 
these are U.S. coins. Look through any well-stocked dealer’s 
inventory, and you will probably find a few of these big guys, with 
one of several Spanish kings on the obverse, and the royal coat of 
arms of the House of Castille and Leon dominating the reverse. 

The prices might actually be a pleasant surprise as well. Many of 
these sell for prices just a bit over that of silver bullion, perhaps 
because they aren’t as avidly collected within the U.S. as our own 
silver dollars. 

Well, it appears you can still get your feet wet with some 
silver dollars, for prices that won’t leave you high and dry. Maybe, 
in these times of high metal prices for silver and gold, it just takes 
a different way of looking at how to collect. The best of luck to 
you as you jiut together your own short, type set of silver dollars.
